All Chriftians were* taught 
thofe Doftrines in their Baptifimal Creed ; and 
therefore it was eall'd the Rule of Faith. 
However, that Creed ‘was not’of any Au-

“* much harder to be underftood than 
ae Scripture it felf; and became more un» 
“ charitable in their Cenfures ; and the far- 
“ther they departed from the Fountain of 
** Catholick Unity, the Apoftolical Form of

“ unintelligible their Definitions grew ¢ 
cae es erage

and Temporal Péwer incretfed, Religion 
decayed more and more, till it was revived 
by the Reformation. When the DoGrine of 
Chritt and his Apoftles was again declared 
to be the only Rule of Faith, This is the 
Reet Unity among all Protefants : And 
not With ftandimg theit Div¥ifions, they ate «ll 
agfted in this, That HO Doftrihe ough? to 
be received for any other Caufe, but be- 
caufe it is to be found in the Holy Scripture. 
Wherefore (fays Dr. Clarke ) in order to 
decide any Controverfy posting to Religion, 
the Proteltants are nét obliged rd have Re- 
courfe to any other Authority than that of 
Revelation. This gives the Author occafion 
to quote Archbifhop Tillotfon’s Rule of Faith ; 
a Paflage of the Lord Bifhop of Lincoln, and 
another of Mr. Chillingworth; the Oathap- 
pointed to be taken by every Fellow of Tn- 
witysCoftege at pewite 4 before his Admif- 
fidn ; ‘the Proféffion, which every Dogtor of 
any wie in that Univerfity, when he 
Wakes hrs Degrees,; what every Prien at. bes 
rdinetion ; add tvery Bithep at his Confe- 
tration, ei 4 declares; and the Vid.

Qur-Author believes, that moft Divifions

Such is the Plan of this Work. What 
remains is to give the Readers a fhore Ac- 
count of the Author’s Syftem.

22. The Holy Spirit of Ged does not in 
Scripture fignify a mere Power or Operation 
of the Pather, but 4 real Perfon. 

23. They who are not careful to main- 
tain thefe perfonat Charafters and DiftinGi- 
ons, but while they are follicitous (on the 
one hand) to avoid the Errors of the Arian:, 
affirm (inthe contrary extreme) the Son and 
Holy Spirit to be ( individually with the Fa- 
ther) the Self-exiftcnt Being: Thefe, feeming

it ftiles the Father God, and alfo ftiles the 
son God, yet at the fame time always de- 
clares there is but.eneGod ; is becaufe in the 
Monarchy of the Univerie, there is but one 
Authority, original in the Father, derivative 
in the Son: Lhe Power of the Son being not 
another Power oppofiee to that of the Father, 
nor another Power co-ordinate to that of the 
Father , but it felf the Power and Authority. of 
the Father, communicated to, manifefted. in, 
and exercifed by the Son.

45. And upon the fame Account, whate- 
ver Honour is paid to. the Sen. who redeemed, 
or tothe Holy Spirit who fanttifies us , mult 
always be underftood, as tending finally to 
the Honour and Glory of the Father, by whole

1. You fay, that nothing could hinder 
God from dividing Matter into Bodies of a 
perfe& Hardtefs , and that they mighr have © 
been fuch either of their own Nature, or by 
the Will of God. But I think God could 
notdo it. Firft, becaufe he would have 
put an End to the Subdivifions without an 
Reafon. Secondly , becaufe Hardoefs mu 
be accounted for, (fince Matter is divifible,) 
unlefs there be fome Reafon againft ir; bur 
the Will of God is always reafonable. [| 
might alledge fome other Reafons why God 
could not divide Matter into Bodies perfeQ. 
ly hard; but I could noc dwell uponit, 
without being too prolix. 


2. Youthink, Sir, that the Parts of a 
Diamond have hardly any Motion ; and you 
infer from thence, that fuch a Morion cat} 
not be the Caufe of its Hardnefs.

Thofe Signs are grounded upon the 
Difpofition of the Mind , the State of the 
Body, and of the Face , the Poftures of the 
Sick Perfon, his Refpiration, and the Diffe- 
rences of the Pulfe.
